Pakis, M»y24. — To-day being the an- 
niversary of the fall of the Commune, the 
Communists of Paris attempted to hold a 
demonstration at the toniba of their com- 
rades in Pere la Ghaiao cemetery. The 
police interferedj and prevented a display 
of icditiuiia emblems. A serious conflict 
— ^nBued,in which several men were wound- 
ed. The' police finally 'dispersed the riot- 
.ota, 30 of whom were arrested. 

Later the police ordered the Conimun- 
ista to aurrender their red Qa<^. The lat- 
ter refused and fighting ensued. The po- 
lice drew their swords and drove the rab- 
ble against a heap of stones. The rioterS' 
used the stones, and one of the policemen 
was knpoked Bonseless and another's 'jaw 
waS' brolt'en. The Republican Guards, 
■with fixed bayonets, charged the mob, 
wounding several in the furemoat ranks, 
one fatally. Several roportera wore ar- 
reated, but were afterwards released. 
One Anarchist received five sabre cuts, 
and others were fearfully guahod. The 
police were unusually severe, giving no 
(juarter. The scene resembled an attack 
of the revolution. The shops in the vi- 
cinity of the riot were hurriedly closed, 
and the utmost, excitement previiiled until 
a late hour. Knots of Communists gath- 
'^ered at various places to-night, vowing 
vengeance on the police and the goverii- 
ineut. 

'Midnight. — It is said at a late hour to- 
night that 6 persons were killed and 80 
wounded during the rioting this after- 
noon. 

..•Pakis, May 25- — The police expect and 
are prepared fur a renewal of the Oom- 
luunist riot at I'ero la Chaise cemetery to- 
day or to-morrow. The Communist pa- 
pers cry fur vengeance upon the police 
and troops for attacking and b.iyoneting 
the people wlio attempted yesterday to 
make denioiiatrations at the graves of the 
Oommuniata in the cemetery. These 
journals, in order to incite the mob.false- 
. ly assort that the soldiers during yester- 
day's riot shot four Communi.its dead. 
Threats are made to attack the authori-- 
tiea with arms and dynamite. 

Pauls, May 25, 4 p m. — To-day 'a dem- 
onstration nf Oomniunista in celebration 
of the fall of the Coinmuue has up to 
this hour been orderly. The government 
withdrew the troops and allowed the pro- 
cession to march into Pere la Gliaise 
cemetery with red fiags. The police niao 
left the Cominuiiiata to theniaelvos. 
. Henry Rochefurt also niado hia ap|joar 
' aiicej- and was hailed by the paraders with 
shouts of " Fivt ia Cominiuie!" The pol- 
icy of the authorities of simply ignoring 
the donionstration, la praised- The Com- 
munista, not being uppuaed, vented their 
enthusiasm and alleged blood thirstiuoai 
in harinloaa shouts. They claimi however, 
to have overawed the authorities and 
• bo^at of their victory.

BUaSIA'S BANKRUPT CONDITION 

The wars against the French empire 
unquuBtionably made Russia bankrupt, fur 

hor silver ro\ibly then wont to n preiiiiuiu 
• of 320 per cent., so completely was the 
ciirroiicy Bsviiinped by ovur-iaauua of jjapur. 
But part of tliia depreciated paper was 
withdrawn by means of a funding loan, 
partly issued abroad. That was in 1817, 
and from that.^ata..ui}tiI now the neces- 
sities of the'^Rus'sian trea'sary have been 
mot from time to time by lar^;o drafts 
upon the purses of wealthy and crodu 
lous foreign investors. The diversity 
of Russian borrowing has boon boiuo- 
what wonderful, especially since the 
Crimean >wtai:,' ' .. When the State itself 
c^^lcl not fin^a pretext for coming upon 
-ihS roqney market of Holland, England, 
Franco, and latterly of Germany, there 
was always ii railway loan handy. By 
one means or another the treasury was 
replenished, and not only so— financiers 
and banking oslablisliuuMits at homo were 
kept in good heart. The Oriinoan war 
added at least 700,000,000 roubles to the 
total obligations of the empire, including 
the new issue of bank notes, and Russia 
ought then to have stopped payment. 
She did nothing of the kind. She merely 
borrowed the ninro industriously abroad. 
Botweon l.sri'J and 188-i upward of two 
hundred millions aterling were raised in 
foreign markets on one pretext or another, 
and even that was by no n\eans suthcient. 
The last war with Turkey swelled out the 
debt byi about £100,000,000, broke down 
tlie rouble to less than two-thirds of the 
par value, and fnreij^'n money markets 
were not so ready as of yore in coming to 
to the rescue. The London market has 
^-been in ^reat measure shut against Russian 
.ioana 8inc«j'1877, and the only markets 
open on the continent — those of lierlin, 
Frankfort, and .Amsterdam — have not 
been strong enough to take up the bur- 
den. The iiitonml debt has, in conae- 
queuoo, be_en augmented, in spite of every 
.effort to throw it upon the foreigner, and 
Russia is thus nearer hor bankruptcy now, 
and much nearer than at the darkest hour 
of any early period in her history. With 
the rouble now worth three shillings in- 
stead of two, hor total debt would e.x- 
ceed that of England; while, such is the 
poverty of her population and the rudi- 
mentary character of her trade, that hei" 
hundred millions of people are not one- 
half 9u vfull able to bear tho load laid 
upon them as England is. Five and 
thirty years ago, in 1850, the interest and 
other charges of the llusaiau public 
debt were just ono-fifth of what tliey are 
now, and the rovenuo was put down then 
in olhcial papers at about one-half its pre- 
sent amount. The pace of the borrowing 
hiiB, therefore been territio,aud there is rea- 
r-gun to believe^ that it has almost exhausted 
^'fthe carrying capacity of the empire. 

EDISON LOSES IIIS CASE. 

Ediaon has lost his suit as to tho patent 
on incandescent electric lights. It will 
probably be fatal to tho compyiiy through 
which he wns promoting tho invention, 
and in which he aeeins to have sunk the 
greater part of wliat lie made in former 
successes. Its shares at one time sold for 
$2000. There is an ancient fable that 
Prometheus, who first brought fire to the 
people of the earth, was chained to a rock 
in the Caucasus while a vulture plucked at 
his vitals, and ever since it has been tho 
proverbial fate of other inventora to suf- 
fer poverty sooner or later, while others 
prospered upon the same inventions. Edi- 
son seemed to bo an excoptioti, but even 
ho is financially failing. Richard Tre- 
vithyck, inventor of the First, modern lo- 
comotive, floating dock, ijon- ships, etc., 
died a very pcjor num. tlis misfortunes 
were as marveloua as his inventions Tho 
wealth of Edison's great company hung 
upon a thread — in this ca.se a carbonized 
one. It will now be in (jrder for the suc- 
cessful company to collect a heavy royalty 
from all firms who have in use the Edison 
incandeacont light, it being clearly an in- 
fringement. 



THE (.tUARTZ DISCOVERY. 

Elsewhere will bo found an exciting 
piece of intelligence from the lino of tho 
Island Railway. The source of the gold 
which for many years has been crevicsd 
from tho buds of creeks on the soathern 
end i;f the island has been iia anxiously 
sought for aa the Philosopher's Stone, 
and the Spring of Eternal Youth were in 
the olden time; and, down to Friday last, 
with as little iipparent prospect of being 
discovered. In ISd-t a niincr-s' rush to 
Leech river alinn.st dupopuhitecl Victoria; 
and one year later a great excitement 
grew out of the discovery of ii few specks 
of gold in some quartz that was found iu 
tiie Goldstream hills. If the new find 
ehould prove, after a practical test, to be 
as rich as those who have made it profess 
to believe, the beneficial elTect on every 
interest in Victoria will bo incalculable. 



THE COMMUNIST ROW. - 

The Parisian police did a very unwise 
thing in interfering with the Communists 

at Pero la Oliaisi; cemetery. The rod flag 
is an embluui of revolution iind terror; 
but it by no means follows that because a 
number of cranks display it, that tho 
country is ready for a change. France 
will probably never experience another 
Rei);n o£ Terror. The masses are bettor 
educated than in Robespierre's time and 
will scarcely allow thoniselvea to become 
more tools in tho hands of bloodthirsty 
domagnguus. Wlien 'fhiors put down the 
Ooinijuinist rebellion in 1871 his success 
was doe to the fact that the majority of 
the people were republicans aa distin- 
guished from Booialista. Franco may turn 
back to a monarchy or an empire; but 
the Commune will never gain a secure 
footing thore^

There was no disappointed individual 
at the regatta, and the programme was 
carried out to the fullest extent. Every 
available conveyance was pressed into 
service and an immen.se crowd gathered 
along tho banks of the Arm, suinu in pic- 
nic parties, others in ijuiot nooks, while 
tho aruator majority were seated on the 
hillsiduu on either side of the Gorge 
bridgo and on Curtis' Point.

ENGLAND. 

Lo.NUo.v, May 2<'i. — T'he director of tho 
Stadt theatre of IJ.imbiirg has concluded 
a contract with Mine. Batti for tho en- 
tire winter of 1885-'80 including tours 
through Europe. 

The now opium treaty between England 
anil China is not concluded aa stated yes- 
terday; but is almost settled. The new 
convention assumes tho form of an ad - 
ditional article to tho Che Foo treaty and 
abidiahos all barriers heretofore existing 
against tho free ditl'usiun of opiouii 
throughout the OhinesB empire. Thu 
treaty also sottlos tho uniform rate of a 
lekin of (iU tales per chest and maintains 
the existing custom duty of 1.10 tales. This 
will allow opiniii to pass freely throughout 
China. It IS probable that Oliina will ex- 
tend a similar systuni of trade to other 
goods imported by Em^lish merchants. 

Lo.sDi.N, May 20. — The press aasocia- 
tien publishes the following, which it says 
wii.i obtained from a reliable source: — 
"L irly in January Alfred Aylward, no- 
torious m connection with the Boer'rBbel- 
lion, arrived in London from New York. 
He was entirely reticent in regard to his 
visit, but on one uucasiun ho told a friend 
at a .social gathering at his lodging in Pi>:- 
oadilly that before long ho would again 
prove a sharp thurn in tho aide of tlio Bri- 
tish gnveriinient. Ho went to I'aris and 
remained there a fortnight, staying at an 
.•\inerican hotel in Rue D'Anour, and 
there registered hinisolf'as a surgeon den- 
tist. Uu carefully uvoidud English and 
Irish hauiita, ignoring the Fenian leaden. 
Our iiifermant ays that Riel's r«h(»l- 
lion was tho furthering of the movomoiit 
among the French population in Caiiud.-i 
for Buparation from tJreat Britain. That 
France encourages the idea directly by or 
gani'zod immigration and intrigue far 
more than English or loyal CanadiauH 
realize. The Riel atlaic is simply an ex- 
periment designated to accustom French 
Canadians to feel and think as a distititt 
race. About the middle of March Aylward 
sailed for Now York via Havre, giving his 
addrosa tq.a London friend aa Jackson, 
St. Paul, Minn. 

FRANCE. 

r.ARis, may 20.— In the chamber of 
de|iutiea to-day M, Lacruix interpallated 
the government with reforenco to tho oc- 
ciirreiiees at the I'ero La Chaise comotary 
on fSunday. Uo accused the police of 
povoking the disorders and denied the 
right of tho government to intorforo with 
the disidayof red d igs on tho ground that 
the law relating to seditious emblems has 
not been passed. 

M. Allaiiitarge, minister of the in- 
terior, reiilied accepting all responsibility 
of the police. He said that even though 
some iiiicerlainty might exist regarding 
the delinition of seditnius ombloins it was 
the duty of the g ivernment to preserve 
order and to prevent the display of em- 
hluras calculated to incite civil war. Uo 
declared that ho did nut confound 
the democrats of Paris with a min- 
iiiinority of agitators who provoked dis- 
order, and attacked tho police, who wore 
compelled to defend them.selvea. Tho 
police, he declared, had acted as veritable 
defenders of law. M. Leliovro urged the 
guveriiinent to double its olforia to pre- 
vent a display of red flags and batinora, 
AI fjaer.iix made a motion declaring no 
law existed preventing a display of Ibigs 
or emblems and condemning the violeiiuu 
of the polioe on Sunday. This was re- 
jected by a vote of 432 to 44. M. Caaimer 
Perier then otfered a motion oxproasing 
contirlcnco in the lirmness of tho govern- 
ment in enforcing a respect for the na- 
tional flag. The mntioD as already stated 
was adopted by a vote of 388 to 10.

Wi.NMiKii, May 26.— Rev. Mr. Pit- 
blado, who was on board the steamer 
Northc'ite with Riel after the latter'scap- 
turu, gives thu result of an interview with 

the re'oel leader which ia in substance as 
fnlbiw:,: lliel is described as a cunning, 
inti.dligont man. Ho did not know what 
the authorities would do with him; he 
was forced to light, ho said, by the polico 
and Uudaon Bay ollicera who tyrauniiced 
over tho half-breeds and abased their 
power. Speaking of the battle of Ba- 
touche Riel said lie had DOO men engaged, 
of whom eight were killed and two 
wounded. During tho light ho was pre.sent 
among the men in tho pits. Ho spoke of 
the priests as opposed to any attempt on 
the part of the half-breeds to have their 
wrongs righted, and denounced them ii» 
tyrannical and interested solely in thoir 
own welf.ire. They turned tho people 
against llicm bocauao they assumed civil 
functions. The people forced him to 
tight, and would not lot him go back tn 
Montana. lie was on his way to give 
himself up to Middleton, ho said, when 
the scouts captured him. On the aubjuci 
of his religious views Riol was very com- 
municative. He declared his opposition 
to the Church of Ilemo, and said its 
priests had too much to do with civil 
iiU'airs. A council at Batouohe, ho said, 
adopted a religious creed of distinct diic- 
trines, which they wished to teach tho 
people. "We believe iu a form of church 
government," ho aaid, "Wo prefer the 
Episcopal. We would like to aoo a lie id 
bishop for tho Domiiiiou or for tho new 
world who would be independent of 
Rome." i .' 

In addition to the abov0 ni|mod defence 
of the charge of treason, Biel said he 
Hhould rely niioii his loyalty while a subject 
of the iMiglish goverument. Ho concluded 
by saying: "I have been true to the ball- 
breeils; 1 have not rebelled against govern-

To TUK EniTOi!:— I ahould like, through 
tho aid of your valuable columns, to call 
attention to tho liberality (?) of the Dom- 
inion government to our local iniiii.ia. 
The men of both artillery and rilles re- 
ceive for their services the munificent 
sum of si.x dollars per annum, out of 
which they have to purchaao their ammu- 
nition for ritlo practice. I believe that 
such a atate of things does not exist iu any 
other portion of the Britiaii empire. In 
England the government offer every in- 
duceiiienl for the purpose-oi: making the 
volunteers of that eouutry good ahota, 
which, I make bold to assort, ia the essen- 
tial part of a soldiers' training. I would 
advi.se our voliintecrs to make representa- 
tions tu the aulhoritiea for tho purpose of 
making some reform in thia direction. I 
would aiiggeat that a limited number of 
cartridges be supplied tu each man at the 
bulla, free of charge, and untilauqh a con- 
cession is made the men ahuuld refuse to 
pay for that which the government are 
morally bound to furnish to men who do- 
dicato their time to the service of their 
country. As things exiat it coata each 
man liity cents for every 23 rounds fired, 
besides a fee for the marker. Many of 
the moil can ill afford these charges be- 
sides giving their time.

\/?^n»ong*t.h9 arrivals on tlio westoru 
a expfesii'last'niglitwere Mias Taylor ami 
lier brotlier, of Battleford. Miss Tay- 
lor is well known in this city, and is 
a sister of Mrs. Clinskill, wife of Mr, 
Clinskill, of the firm of Mahaffy it 
• Ciinfikill, of Battleford. Sliolias been a 
roHidout of IJiittlcforii foi^ abiout a 'year, 
and wa.s in tiie biu racks tLoro during 
• .tlio ->vlioIrt of tho ' ' ' 

'A Tiinps rcportiT saw ACiss Taylor 
this niorniug at tho Loland house, liud 
obtained, from ber, ^ bri^f narrativo of 
the experiences of the Battleford set- 
tlors since the opcniiif; of tho outbroak. 
In answer to a i^iicatioii iih to when 
\tho troulile (irst cotimienced, Aliss Tay- 
lor said: 

"ll was on th« ovuning of the last 
Sunday in March, the ^Ctli, 1 think, 
fjlifiat wo moved into the barracks. On 
^£h&i'dayMt was £;eaerally understood 
tbac- Poundmaker and his warrior.s 
were on tlio war path, and intended to 
raid tho settlfuifiit. Vor a tluy or ho 
previous there had been numerous ar- 
rivals of settlers with tlieir families 
, from the surrounding country who re- 
ported that the Inilians had left their 
reserves and were on tlio war path. In 
many instances tliese settlers had their 

HOUSES liAKSACKEl) 

and their contents either destroyed or 
carried away, and the stock driven oil 
by the marauding redskina The wo- 
men and chiUlera were in a state of 
terror, and eayer to get behind the pali- 
aadfis of the fori. That iiiL;ht wo a.scci'- 
tained that tli(i liuiians were only 
about tiiirty miles dlHtant, and might 
be expected to raid the town at any 
moment, and it was resolved to move 
into the fort. We did so hurriedly, 
taking very little with us, many leav- 
ing eviM-ything in llioir houses with the 
intention of returning next tlay to re- 
niovo llieir personal ellRots into liie 
fort. " 

"Had you any intimation of an out- 
break previous to this?" 

"No, we had heard several Indian 
'scaifea but every one believed that it 
a'^would be a small afl'air, simply

we bad the ))revious tii)ring. We ex- 
pected that the Indians would only 
Steal a little provisions and then go 
back to their reserves." 
' ■'''Had you'any idea of trouble be- 
fore the Duck Lake fightl" 

"No, it was not until after that 
even.l, not in fact until we had heard 
of the burning of Carlton that we learn- 
ed the probability of an Indian attack." 

"When did the Indians (irst appear 
at' Battleford?" 

"The day following that on which 
we went into the fort. You see we did 
not move a niimite too soon. We lived 
on the south side of the river, and 
when we reached the fort wo found 
the Rev. Mr. Clark, an English cler<^y- 
man and principal of the Indian In- 
dustrial School, already there. He had 

BEEN WARNED TO MOVK 

by one of his pupils, a little Indian boy 
named Jack, who went with him to 
the fort. The lad Lold him that day 
that he had learned the Indians were 
coming in, and intended aft«r killing 
the governnient officials to burn the 
town and then scatter over the coun- 
try. He knew the boy to be reliable 
and moved at once to the fort." 

"Where did the boys belonging to 
the school gol" 

"They left the .scliool and went into 
camp about a mile away after taking a 
lot of provision.s from the stores. 

"Did they take part in the sacking 
of the town?" 

'^No; they only took provisions and 
remained quiet. They ail had gun.s." 

"Did you recover your personal ef 
fecttti" 

"Npj vre all lost everything, even 
down to clothing, most of us having 
only what we had on our hacks the 
night we went to tiie fort. Next morn- 
ing my brother in-law, I\lr. Clinskill, 
went down to the river with a view 
of cros.sing and getting son.e of our 
things but found the Indians ransack- 
ing the town, and being warned that 
he would be killed if be went over, 
did not do so. The Indians stole and 
plundered all that day, taking all they 
wanted and destroyed everything el.se. 
Furniture and stoves were smaslmd uj), 
aiitl later in the day they burned the 
stores of , the Hudson's Bay Company 
and Mahafl'y and Clinkskill, both on 
the south side. All ourvaluables were 
taken and

her wedding jjreHeiil.s, d res.se.sj n ding 
a lot of valuable jeiveilery." 

"Were not the Indians shelled from 
the fort?" 

"Yes; but that was later on. The 
people in the fort knew that there were 
a number of .settlers coming in for pro- 
tection an<l were afraid if tliev killed 
any of the Indians tli(^y would l)e ^'ery 
infuriated and wreck their vengeance 
'otf iriy 'iinfoi'tuna.te settler who niight 
fjill'Mo thciir habda This was a wise" 
coarse, as a number of these refugees 
who were then on Hie road arrived in 
tho cour.se of a couple of days uninjur- 
eJ, although the Indians plundered 
them of everything they had; taking 
hoFaeff,',roattle, waggons, and leaving 
.;theaa absolutely without anything. The 
Indians stayed right there' after, and 
did not leave until the arrival of tho 
troops. We could not aeo tlioin by day 
but at night tliey burnt lires, held war 
dances, and their signal fires could be 
fieeii' blading all over the countr}'. One 
day

from the fort, but without miicb eSect, 



although, it ia said, several of them 
were killed." 

"How did tho time' pass in the fort 
during the seige?" 

"It was a terrible time. There wore 
five hundred, men, women, and child- 
ren, without the palisades, and although 
none of us sufibred, we labored uniler 
the terrible apprehension that we were 
liable to be attacked and massaereil at 
any moment. We had enough jirovis- 
ions as it was, althoui,'h frecjuently 
fears were expressed that the supply 
would not bold out. We' had to go to 
the river for water, but wore hot 
molested. The; Indians remained on tlu^ 
south side. At lirst they wew. unable 
to cro.sa owinij to the breahing of the 
ice and afterwards did not attempt a 
cro.'ising. Tlieru was no briilge up, it 
being a light; temporary structure 
which 'is taken down every fall and put 
up again in the spring. INIatters were; 
in this coiulition and everyone wore an 
anxious look. Tho men continually 
expressed conlidence of being al)le to 
hold the fort against the attack, but 
this did not allay the fears of the wo- 
men and children, and it certainly did 
not look a.s though the poles surround- 
ing tho fort would stand much. We 
Know that troops were coming to our 
relief, and waited with fevi'ri.sh aii.\i- 
et.y for tlujir arrival. We thought they 
were never coining, and although they 
are said to have made a splendid march, 
you can understand our impatience, 
closed in as we were, and threatened 
with 

AX ATTACK IIV l.NDIA.NS, 

the result of which if tlii'v (jvrrpnwcr 
(h1 us would have been fearful. I 'u\ 
after day came and went in this inau- 
ner. Every day something occurred to 
increase the terror of the situation. 
Kirst the news of tho Frog Lake mas- 
sacre arrived, and we learned that imr 
friends there had been massacred and 
carried into ea])tivity. Then we heard 
of tho death of Harney Freeman at his 
farm, and tliat Payne had been killed 
on the Stoney reserve, and thiseha|iter 
of horror.s was eiiniaxcd bv tlie iirrival 
of t!ie refugees fi'oni Ji'ert I'itt, brin^j^ 
ing with tlunn the news of more blood 
s)ie<i. Then poor Frank Smart wan shot 
down and wo all began to ex|)ect a sim 
ilar fate. - At last we \\m.vk the wel- 
come news that Col. Otter's column 
was close to us, and a feeding of relief 
took po.sses.sion of all .as we felt that 
relief wa.sat hand. The nigbl bcfure the 
troops arrived they canipi'd about tlirei' 
miles out, and the liulians, luinibering 
sevt'ral hundred, hepL up (l reuular 
pandemonium over the ruins of the 
town on the south side. They built 
huge lires, and hold dances, finishing 
up l)y setting tire to Judtjo IJoiileau's 
house. Shortly bo arrival of the troops 
they jiacked up and shipped out, and 
we saw no more of them. It was a re- 
lief, and a feeling of security tooh pos- 
.soHsion of us that was very refreshing. 
The arrival of the troops at the fort 
was a scene not easily to bO forgotten 
by those who had been penned up 
there. " 

"When did you leaveT' 

"A week ago last WNi Inesday. We 
came across the country in teams. Kov. 
iMr. Clarke and his wife accomiianied 
UH as far Regina. If was a rough trip 
and a long one. Many of the people at 
Battleford would like to leave, but 
they are afraid of the danger of ci-oss- 
ing the jilains, owing to the. report.s 
that the Indians are scattered all over."

A grocer in lUane, d'a. , ree(!ntly was 
convinced in an unpalatable manner 
that when he trusted a customer and 
was cheated he could not with impuni- 
ty placard him as a fraud. A case in- 
volving such a ]irivilegH was recently 
tried in the Superior Court of the city 
mentioned. T. H. Vensey, a grocer in 
that place, posted a blaeklioard in front 
of his store with worils: "Deail I'.eat — 
K. A. Welch— $6.38." Welch, who is a 
miller, at once commenced suit, claim 
ing $5,000 for libel. A largo numlier 
of witnesses gave testimony on lioth 
sides, and notwithstanding the fuel,
